Death of Julia \athony Ounitt'.n. 

The telegraph has announced that Gen - 1 
erai J. A.. Quiunan died ai L\$ residenc** 

near Natchez, Mississippi, Kn\ the 17th inst. 
He was born, we belie vf> , m Ked Hook, 
about five miles from 'Khineback, Duch- 
ess county, New Vara, on the 1st of Sep- 
tember, 1*799. His father was the Rev. 
Dr. Frederick Henry Quitman, pastor of 
I Lauthcran Reformed Church in Red 
Hook, who was a native of Prussia, and 
who** wife was the daughter of iho Gov- 
ernor of the Dutch colony of Curaeoa. 

John Anthony whs the fifth of seven 
children born to these parent* In early 
youth he worked on his father* farm. — 
It appears from the obituary notice pub- 
lished in the Herald and Times, that his 
first studies were prosecuted in the semi- 
nary in Cooperstown; be afterwards pass- 
ed to the College at Mount Airy, near 
Philadelphia, where he was occupied with 
ihe double purpose of filling a professor- 
ship and studying for the ministry, for 
which profession he was designed.' But 
his attention was ultimately diverted to 
the law. About the close of the year 
1620, he left Mount Airy with his pack 
on his back and gun in his hand, and tra- 
versing the mountains on foot reached 
Pittsburgh He there took a flatboat 
down the Ohio. He stopped fit Chilli- 
cothe, in the State of Ohio, where he be- 
MM the clerk of Mr. Piatt Bush, wh* 
was then receiver for Delaware county. — 
He continued the study of law., and in 
1881 was ad mi ted to the bar. 

He then removed to Natchez, where he 
formed a law partnership with Mr. Grif- 
fith. In 1824 he married Miss Eliza 
Turner, niece of the Chancellor ot Missis- 
sippi; in the summer of 1827 was elected 
State Representative on the Democratic 
licket from Adorns county, distinguished 
himself as a member of the Judiciary 
Committee in that branch of the Legisla- 
ture; audin 1828 was appointed by the 
Governor to the office of Chancellor, to 
which he was subsequently re-elected by 
the Legislature. He was a third time 
chosen Chancellor, after the office became 
elective under the new constitution of the 
State. In 183!, while a member of the 
Constitutional Convention, he introduced 
a proposition to prohibit the Legislature | 
from borrowing money or pledging the 
credit of the State for banking purposes — 
I measure which did not prevail, though 
earnestly urged by the mover, who seems 
to have entertained apprehensions of the 
evils of repudiation. 

In 1835 : Mr. Quitman was elected 
State Senator and in the following year was | 
elected President of the Senate, to per- 
form the duties of Governor, the guber- 
natorial office having bcoine vacant. His 
first message to the Legislature, delivered 
in 1836, is still ranked among the ablest 
of State-rights documents. In the same 
year, a public meeting of the citizens of 
Natchez selected him for the command of 
I body of volunteers, w ho went to the aid 
of the people of Tt-xas against the c.ttra 
ges of the Mexicans and lndiaus. This 
was the General's fiist ta^te of war. 

Iu iooy. me UeaenU visited Europe as 
agent of the Mississippi Railroad Compa- 
ny, and on his return was appointed a 
Judge of the High Court of Errors and 
Appeals of Mississippi, but declined the 
uffice and returned lo the practice of the 
law. In the spring of 1844, a meeting 
was called at his instance in the city of 
Jackson, w ith a view of promoting the an- 
nexation of Texas to the United State. — 
Soon after came the Mexican war, in the

Tbe blank spaces made the motto ap- 
pear most ridiculous, and excited so much 
merriment among the bystanders, that the 
indignant friends of Mr. Douglas again 
lowered the flag, and with rage and mor- 
tification stripped the colors of the entire 
rootle "The Constitution and" all.

The residence of General Harrison was 
beautifully situated, about SOOyardi back 
from the river and facing it, in the 
midst of a clump of fine trees, chiefly 
locusts. A row of these trees stood tall 
and green in front of the house like senti- 
nels, and yesterday they seemed as if they 
had been killed at their posts, for their 
branches were burned, their leaves shriv- 
elled and their whole appearance was mor- 
ibund. 

The residence itself consisted of the 
central log cabin and wings running east 
! and west. The Log Cabin which has be- 
come so famous in "our political history, 
whose mention even vet makes a glow of 
the spirit of '40, was* the second built at 
this place. The first was that built by 
the patentee and first settler John Cleves 
Symmea, and was located nearer the riv- 
er than General Harrison's. The Log 
Cabin was of the genuine and unadulter- 
ated kind, built of huge logs, with gigan- 
tic stone chimneys, and. finished in the 
backwoods style.

General Quitman's first demonstration 
against the enemy wns the storming of 
Foil Tameria, a stroug work at the lower 
part of the town of Monterey which he at- 
tacked at the head of the Tennessee regi- 
ment and the Mississippi rifles, on the 2 1st 
day of September, 184G, and captured on 
the 83d. On the death of Gen. Harmer, 
and the retirement of On. Butler, the com- 
mand of the entire volunteer force fell to 
Gen. Quitman. He w as intrusted by Gen. 
Taylor with the command of the expedi- 
tion against Victoria, the capital of Tam- 
aulipas; assaulted that place with seven 
regiments, and took possession December 
iB, 184? His forces were afterward join- 
ed to the army under Gen. Scott. 

In th« meantime, Gen. Quitman had 
received from the President his commis- 
sion of Major General in the regular ser- 
vice, bearing date April 14, 1847. The 
General was present in all the hard fought 
actions from Vera Cruez to the city of 
Mexico, and after the capture of the cap- 
ital, received the appointment of civil and 
military Governor of the city. He was 
ordered home at the end of the year 1847, 
and peace was soon after declared

count for such confessions. 

Assuming, however, the truth of the 
standard thus erected, we find ourselves 
none the less puzzled to discover where 
Democratic infallibility may be alwavs 
and certainly found. It is true we are 
told that the President, together with the 
Cabinet, the Democratic Senators, and the 
Democratic Representatives, constitute so 
many "tribunals" which the party has set 
up "to declare what are Democratic doc- 
tines and Democratic measures." Now, 
admitting this to be the special function of 
the high authorities designated, it may 
sometimes happen in the future, as it cer- 
tainly has happened in the past, thatthe«e 
"tribunals" themselves may be at vari- 
ance in regard to the measures and doc- 
trines which should be tests of party al 
legiance, insomuch that we find much the 
same difficulty which beset the English 
clerical wit in his attempt to discover the 
seat of "Papal infallibility " amid the con- 
flicting claims, as he understood them, of 
Pope, Cardinals, and Councils, jointly and 
severally assuming to themselves the pre- 
rogative iu question. And as he, in his 
state of uncertainty, doubted the value of 
a thing which nobody could find when 
wanted, we are disposed, in like manner, 
to question the practical worth of the an- 
nouncement made by this Democratic 
oracle, unless he will disclose some more 
effective means by which all aberrations 
from Democratic orthodoxy may be in 
stantlv and unerringly detected.
